Here are ſeveral very 
ancient Manuſcripts of St. Cyprian, which Cathe- 
rine de Medicis brought with her, as alſo divers 
other very ſcarce Books, out of the famous Lt 
brary of Laurence de Medicis, There are alſo 
ſome -pieces of the Hiſtory of France, which 
have |been Collected very particularly and are 
kept here with great care.

ment was diſcovered, at Tourngy in the year 1653. 
As certain Workmen were digging near the Ca- * 
thedral Church in an old Burial-place in order to 
lay a Foundation for a Sacriſty ; they firſt diſco- 
vered the skeliton of a Horſes Head, and after 
that near the ſame place a long Stone in nature 
of a Tomb, which Stone the Workmen were 
fain to break before they could remove it ; 
But they were ſurpriſed * to find under it the 
Bones of a Man all lying in their natural and pro- 
per ſituation. Curitofify urging them to exa- 
mine this diſcovery {till further,they found among 
the Bones a good quantity of Greek Medals of 
Gold, of the latter Empire, with a great num- 
ber of Flies of the ſame metal, with their wings 
balf open, and enamelled with Cornelian. The 
noiſe of this ſpread over the Town immediately, 
and the Canons of the Cathedral Church came 
to the place to conſider what theſe things might 
diſcover. In fine, they ſtill found further -a 
kind of Claſp, a great Buckle, and an Oxes head 
of Gold alſo,which laſt was apparently the repre- 
ſentation of that Divinity which they at that time , 
Worſhiped.

Near the place where you ſee the Triumphat 
Arch was a magnifick Throne erected for the - 
Queen when ſhe made her Entry in the year 1660. 
And in regard this place is the higheſt of all this 
Quarter, this. beautiful Structure is-placed here, 

Shough it is not yet raiſed much higher than the. 
Pedeſtal One may judge from the Model 
which w only of Plaſter, that it will be when fi- 
niſhed one of the moſt Illuftrious Monuments 
of all-Europe. It is agreat-Work, conſiſting of 
two Fronts and three open thorow-Paſlages, be- 
tween each of which are placed two Corinthian 
Pillars, 1n all eight on each fide, and two at the 
ends, or thickneſs of the Work. Over the En- 
tablements or Corniſh, are placed great Tro- 
phies of Arms with Slaves in 'Chains. _ The top 
ol the wo wy ir wo fp of Atom 18 
ed a great Pedeſtal, and thereupon the Kings 
Statue on Horſeback is to be erected.

half of this Kingdom of France, contratted there 

a particular-Friendſhip with certain Fathers *Je- 
ſuits, whom he met withat that Afﬀfembly; he con- 
ceived ſo high anefteem of their Learning,and Di- 
ety, that at his return he brought them with him 
mto France, to inftrut our Youth in humane 
Learning ; but more eſpecially in the Purity of the 
Romiſh Religion,which at that time was diſturb'd 
with the Herefie of Zuther and Calvin.

ence. "They ſometimes make Publick Aﬀtions in 
this Colledge, which draw a'prodigious number 
of Peopte. At the Carnaval they repreſent ſome 
little Latin Tragedy. After Eaſter they expoſe 
Enigmatical Queſtions to be explained, for which 
they have certain Prizes. They have alfo cer- 
tain Theſes tv be maintained, to whicli Perſons 
of Quality reſort ; but their greateſt Bravery of 
all is, the Grand Tragedy which they repreſent 
yearly in the Month of Ayguf, on a Theater raiſ- 
ed on purpoſe, which takes up all the bottom of 
the Court. The Aﬀors are always Penſionaries, 
and Sons of Perſons of Quality. The fineſt ob- 
jets of this Tragedy are the Balets of the Steur

The Church of St. Eſtienne des Grecs, the firſt 
and oldeft .of. Parzs. St. Denis Biſhop of this 
Town, as ſome think, was the Founder. It is: 
not any way conſiderable, but for its Antiquity. 
Report ſays, That St. Francis of Sales, Biſhop 

..and Princggf Geneva, made his Vows of Chaſtity 
and Prove in this Church, before the Chappel 
of our Lady de bonne delivrance herein which there- 
is a very great Devotion. Over againſt this is 
The Convent of Facobins, formerly called Fri- . 
ers Preachers of the Order of St. Dominick, whoſe 
firſt Foundation isalledged to be in the life time 
of that Saint, who lived in the Year 1217. un-' 
der the Pontificate of Zonorizs the Third, and in 
the Reign of Philip Auguſtus. Hiſtorians ſay, that 
St. Dominick took great pains, about the Extirpa- 
tion- of the Herefie of the Albigenſes, who cauſ- 
.ed great diforders in Zanguedoc : and at the ſame 
time heſent'two of his Religious to Paris, who 
were Lodge in a place called The Citizens Par- 
Jour, in the ſame place where now this Convent 
ftan4s. They were called Facobins, from the 
Rue Saint Facques. Their Church, as it now is, 
was built by order of St. Zewis, if-we may believe 
Belleforeſt, a faithful Hiſtorian. Here are many 
Tombs of great Lords, who for the moſt part 
were Princes of the Blood Royal of ' France. But 
in regard I did not defign to ſearch into Antiqui- * 
| tics, 
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- ties; Tfſhalf not hereexpreſs their Names; which 
may be found inFather du Byei?h.' I will only ob- 
ſerve;thatamong theſe famous Monuments is that: 
of Hambert,the laſt Sovereign Prince of Dauphine, 
whoſe Title was Dauphin of FYiennors; the Comb' 
ſtands before the great Altar. Hiftory ſays, That: 
ſeeing himſelf Childlefs, . he fold this Province to 
Philip Auguſtus for a ſmall Summ of Money,and him- 
ſelf embraced a Religious Life at | Zyons, and en- 
terd into theOrder of St. Dominick; where he liv'd 
invery great Efteem with alf good Men, and was 
choſen to be Prior of this Convent;and afterwards 
Patriarch of Alexandria. "This is his Epitaph :

Cardinal Marin, which you ſee about it, ſpeak 
xtobe builtat his Coſts; and this he did in re- 
zard he-was of this Order. Over the Door go- 

ing into the Sacrifty, is a Pifture of Yalentine's, 
repreſenting the Nativity of the Holy Virgin ; 
which Piece Cardinal Mazarin gave, to be placed 
ever the great Altar ; but when he perceived it 
to be too little, he left it to the Church, and it 
hath- been placed here ever fince. It is one of the 
moſt Beautiful pieces in all France, and the Cu- 
rious efteem it highly. Felibzen, in his Book which 
he Compoſed of the Lives and' Works of the moſt 
Famous Painters, tells us, it is one of the beft Pi- 
ftures that ever came out of 7aly into- France. 
On one fide CE Altar, ftands the Chap- 
pel of our Lady of 'the Roſary. The Wainſcot 
ork of which is'very handſom. Here is a very 


great Devotion, by reaſon of the Indulgences, 


which are here to be gain'd every firft Sunday of 


the Month. In the Cloifter are ſeveral Paintings, 


but they are of no great Note ; ſoalſo is their Li- 


 brary, which is not very numerous, yet it hath 


been made uſe of by very Famous Doftors. They 
preſerve here one thing of great Curioſity, and 
that is the Pulpit of Great St. Thomas of Aquir, 
the Angel of the Schools.

Zewis XI. to. the memory of #enry IV. who 
is repreſented on Horſe-back, as big as the hfe, 
all of Brafs, and raiſed upon a : Pedeſtal of White 
Marble ; where the principal Aﬀions of that 
great King are- repreſented - in Bas-R2liefs 
of the ſame Metal alſo, theſe"are placed two 
and two'of every fide. At the four corners of 
the Pedeſtal are placed four Slaves of Brafs alſo, 
treading Upon certain Antique Arms, | All theſe 
Pieces, except the Horſe, were deſigned and 
caft by one named Francheville, originally of Cam- 
bray ;* who was'efteemed as one of the beft Scul-
